Tlie program is so acute lliat it tlireatens tlie effec­ 
tiveness of the jrovernment’s Medicare and Medicaid 
projrrams and tlie pi’ivate care proin'ani prepaid by 
health insurance. 


Tlie federal jjovernnient is now in a flap about the 
situation and has had several studies m^de to detenn'ne 
what should be done. If trends persist, the government’s 
ai’rangements for care of the elderly under Medicare, 
care of welfare clients and nersons of marainal income 
under Medicaid, and care of the jreneral public under 
health insurance plans (80 ner cent of Am^'vl^.^ns are 
now covered) are going to be financially insufficient. 


The health care problem can be cast in several dif­ 
férent molds. 


The federal g’overnment is now stressing- tlie desir- 
' 
.ni'ilitv of pliysician group practice, rather tlitm indi- 
\idual ph.vsician practice, because it says the former 


ÎS 2.5 per cent more economical, hospitalizes patients less. 


It is also considering providing of drups for more 
categones of heaUh care aid and of requiring: that these 
drurrs be prescribed by g:eneric name rather than l>y 
brand name for the economies from this practice. 


Re^'ond such strategies to keep ooveniment pro­ 
mises of health care for the elderly, reliefers, the poor, 
dependent cliildren. etc.. but not mentioned miblicly vet 
is a tliouirht of socializing health care, as Britain has 
done, making- it a government service instead of a pri­ 
vate practice nartlv sunnorted by the g-overnment. Gov­ 
ernment medicine prononents say Britain is getting by 
clieaper with its system than the U. S. system. 


The g:overnment has been resTmnsible in a big wav 
for the cun*ent financial crisis in health care. It imoosed 
“Medicare upon tlie nation’s medical and hospital estab­ 
lishments without prenarations except for navment of 
part of the cost of cpring for the elderly. Medicaid w;<s 
similarly enacted and in Michig-an created such a bud- 
get-busting’ cost on the state g'overnment that Governor 
Romney had to delay some of its benefits to keep th^ 
state treasurv solvent. 


The pi-ohlem has been dpveloning- for years, but the 
jrovernment programs broug:lit it to a boil. Its intensit>' 
has been increased by overdue wagre increases for 
nurses and oilier health workers, by gieat advances in 
medical science which make it more in demand, by in- 
ci-easing' age in our population, and bv the strong human 
tendency to use services wliich aie already paid foi*.

ods into golden new ones.” 


Dr. Shane offers nearly 50 
“eciucatcd guesses” on changes 
in till' field in ’he years ahead. 
In n-iaiiy cases, these represent 
speeding up of developments 
that have been underv.*ay dur­ 
ing the 1960’s rather than en­ 
tirely nev.- approaches. 


One major trend in English 
instruction 
will 
be 
a 
more 
flexible interpretation of what 
is “correct” language usage. 


Language is dynamic. 
Dr. 
Shane remnuds readers, and ii- 
constantly changing. 
For e.x- 
ainple. new di>coveries in sci­ 
ence and other fields aifect 
language. Like coins, words are 
minted, circulated, and under­ 
go wear-and-tear.
